Mount 
Olive,  17-13  overall  and  7-7 
in  the  conference,  rolled  to 
a  third  place  conference 
finish,  the  place  they  were 
predicted  to  finish  in  the 
preseason  poll.

News-Argus  as  the  Mount  OUve  College  Trojan  Baseball  teams  prepared  to 
participate  in  the  National  Association  of  Intercollegiate  Athletics  national  cham- 
pionship in  Des  Moines,  Iowa. 

"Trojans  -  From  A  Real  Life 
Field  of  Dreams" 

The  Mount  Olive  College  baseball  team  heads  this  week  to  Iowa  to  play  in  a 
stadium  near  the  film  location  for  the  FIELD  OF  DREAMS.  But  this  is  no  fantasy. 
It's  the  World  Series  of  baseball  for  the  NAIA. 

Never  before  has  Mount  Olive's  baseball  team  soared  so  high.  Never  before  has 
the  team  posted  so  many  victories  in  a  single  season.  Never  before  has  the  little 
college  -  itself  a  veritable  field  of  dreams  and  hopes  for  students  in  eastern  North 
Carolina  -  been  so  prominently  in  the  national  limelight. 

Going  to  "The  Show "  is  a  fine  tribute  to  MOC's  commitment  to  an  excellence 
that  far  exceeds  what  happens  in  a  sporting  event.  You  see.  Mount  Olive  College 
is  not  a  playground  for  students  who  would  major  in  basketball,  baseball,  tennis 
or  other  sports.  It  is  a  college  committed  first  to  training  young  men  and  women 
academically  and  imputing  Christian  values.  The  school's  athletes  participate  in 
sports  not  because  they  are  a  ticket  to  fame  and  fortune  but  because  they  are  fun 
and  because  competition  can  provide  values  far  beyond  won-loss  records. 

It  happens,  however,  that  Mount  Ofive's  baseball  team  has  won  this  year  with 
astonishing  frequency.  The  school's  overall  record  is  38-13-1.  That  success  has 
earned  the  team  some  infrequent-flyer  points.  The  last  stop,  via  bus,  was 
Versailles,  Ky.,  where  the  Trojans  nosed  out  host-state  entrant  Union  College,  4- 
3.  But  on  Wednesday,  the  Trojans  will  fly  to  Des  Moines  to  compete  with  seven 
other  NAIA  teams  for  the  national  championship. 

Win  or  lose  in  the  NAIA  World  Series,  the  Trojans  already  have  ensured 
sweet  memories  that  will  last  the  rest  of  their  lives.  And  they  can  be  proud  of  the 
way  they  have  represented  their  coach,  Carl  Lancaster,  the  other  students  at  the 
school,  the  Free  WUl  Baptists  who  sponsor  the  school,  their  community,  and 
North  Carolina. 

But  we  suspect  the  fellow  with  the  biggest  smile  is  Dr.  Burkette  Raper  - 
outstanding  baseball  player  in  his  own  right,  and  founder  and  president  of  Mount 
Olive  College.  For  it  was  Dr.  Raper  who  long  ago  -  long  before  Hollywood  wised 
up  -  saw  an  abandoned  building  in  a  grown  up  field  in  the  little  pickle  town  in 
southern  Wayne  County  and  imagined  that  it  could  make  dreams  come  true.
